In. considering the Porterville 
High School and College bond and 
tax issue that you will be called 
to vote upon April 26, there is 
little reason to argue the question 
of need for improved school facil- 
ities and for certain. new facili- 
ties. 

The need exists —- a legitimate 
need; the question is what to do 
about it. 

School administration is meet- 
ing this problem of need in so far 
as it can through as near 100 per 
cent utilization of school facilities 
as is possible. In addition, the 
school is operated on a “seven 
period day’’, which means that a 
“split schedule” is being used by 
which city-area students come to 
school earlier and leave earlier 
than do rural-area students.

Public hearing on a proposed 
marketing order for California 
canned olives was held yesterday 
in the agriculture building at 1220 
N street in Sacramento. 


The proposed order represents 
extensive redrafting of the present 
marketing order, which went into 
operation in 1948 and which ex- 
pires June 30, 1955. 

The provisions of the proposed 
amended order add authority for 
several methods of excess volume

This is not a problem the school

And the trend right now is to 
deny students the right to take 
elective courses in order to make 
facilities available for required 
courses. 

This situation is not good. And 
it will constantly grow worse with 
increasing enrollment, unless im- 
proved and new facilities are made 
available. 


The general school situation is | 
about like that of a farmer who, 


each year adds another 50 acres 
to his cultivated ranch. The first 
year he might get along with the 
equipment he already has. Even 
a period of two or three or 
four years he might be able to “‘get 
by”? without improving his equip- 
ment or adding new equipment. 
But each year the bind gets 
and if this farmer con- 
tinues to add those acres, he will 
in 


and increase his equipment. 

Of course, the farmer has an al- 
ternative. He can stop adding 
acres. 

But the school has no alterna- 
tive. Student population. keeps in- 


|creasing. If we are willing to face 


reality, we know that it will con- 
tinue to increase. And students 
must be taken care of. 

People of the Porterville High 
School and College district have 
only this choice: Provide more 
and better school facilities, or con- 
tinue to accept less and less in the 
way of education for the youth of 
the community.
